Group III, claims 5 and 6, drawn to a method of conjugating a label to a target involving 
derivatizing a label with a heterofunctional reagent , activating the unreacted functionality of the 
heterofunctional reagent, followed by a hydration step. 

Group IV, claim 7, drawn to a vessel containing a derivatized label and an activating 
reagent in dry form. 

2) The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
per Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons:
